The com­ 
mission receipts and ev en bank pass book were sent 
to this office to v erify these figu res. 
$29,846.55 was 
a pretty good salary , ev en du ring 1918-19, to be get­ 
ting from the hogs—making it qu ite worth while to 
do the hog chores. 
There are sonv e who may say , 
“Oh, well! That was du ring ‘boom’ times when hogs 
were selling high,** bu t do not forget that the oppor­ 
tu nity in the hog bu siness was not as great then as 
it is right now*.

I allow the pigs to ru n at all times to 
some kind of clov er, alfalfa, or blu e grass pastu re ad­ 
joining their lot. 
I keep my fattening hogs well 
bedded with clean straw in cold weather, to prev ent 
their piling u p and to prev ent su ch epidemics as ‘flu .* 
With all my feeding hogs, I feed on concrete floors 
which are kept clean, with com in self feeders, as I 
hav e been able to make greater gains in feeding 
shelled corn. 
My hogs, of all ages hav e access to 
salt, charcoal, oil meal and tankage fed in self feeders, 
at all times, with alfalfa meal added in the winter. 
“I am enclosing a photograph of my hou se which 
was paid for by Hampshire hogs.

“I am a ‘dy ed-in-the-wool’ Hampshire enthu siast, 
or, as I pu t it, ‘Hampshirized.’ Althou gh not a reg­ 
istered breeder, I do u se registered stock. 
The rea­ 
son that I hav e been raising Hampshire hogs for the 
past sev en y ears is that they do not lie arou nd the 
bams and bu ildings and are the greatest range hogs 
I know of. 
I hav e been raising hogs all my life and 
am now fifty -two y ears of age and hav e raised Ches­ 
ter Whites, Du roc Jersey s, Poland Chinas, and 
Hampshires. 
At the present time I am feeding 125 
fat hogs, also hav e 125 head of fall pigs on 160 acres 
of land. 
(Signed) R. T. STANFORD. 
A wonderfu l cou ntry home su ch as the one shown 
in this illu stration, bu ilt entirely from the proceeds 
of feeding market hogs shou ld serv e as proof of the 
stability of that side of the pu re bred bu siness fcnd as 
an ideal for all of ou r farmers and breeders to work 
toward. 
Remember this man raised practically all 
of his feed and that he was able to bu ild this home 
throu gh the profits from two y ears of feeding Hamp­ 
shires.

The pro ject which o riginated with 
Senato r Cirao lo , president o f the 
Italian Red Cro ss, has been fo rmally 
presented no t o nly to the internatio n­ 
al co nference at Geno a last spring, 
hu t also to the Internatio nal Red 
Cro ss so ciety and the Leagu e o f 
Na­ 
tio ns. It no w depends o n the latter 
two to decide whether i t shall be 
translated into reality . 
In the ev ent o f an affirm ativ e de­ 
cisio n a new internatio nal co nv en­ 
tio n and treaty will pro bably be 
drawn u p u nder the au spices o f the 
Leagu e o f Natio ns and su bmitted to 
all the natio ns o f the wo rld fo r the 
signatu res and ratificatio ns o f tho se 
who mish to jo in this new dev elo p­ 
ment o f internatio nal co -o peratio n. 
The actu al carry ing o u t o f mu tu al, 
internatio nal relief pledged wo u ld be 
entru sted to the Red Cro ss.

The holdings of landlords in In­ 
diana increases as oar forest arfca 
decreases. 
That there i< n. 
very 
close 
and important 
relation be­ 
tween Indiana forests and the hold­ 
ings. of landlords is not far-fetched, 
and is an important phase of for­ 
estry that has been neglected. 
As one 
journeys throughout In­ 
diana his attention is directed to 
the many decadent and empty dwel­ 
lings in the rural districts. 
In the 
rich 
agricultural districts the 
old 
home steads have been replaced by 
tnore commodious homes in more de­ 
sirable relations to 
good 
roads, 
s.-hools, churches and other conven­ 
iences. 
The old homestead became 
the home of a tenant. 
He was regu­ 
larly employed on the farm of the 
landlord or by neighbormg farm ­ 
ers during the summer months and 
during summer and winter months 
worked at various ta>ks. 
When im­ 
proved agricultural machinery came 
into universal use, and forests 1k*- 
gan to wane, the tenant was out of* 
a job, at least much of his time, and 
was forced to 
move 
to the 
city. 
Statistics show that our rural popu­ 
lation is steadily decreasing. 
In 
many of our countries the decrease 
during the past twenty 
years a- 
mounts to 10 to 19 per cent, while 
Brown County, one of the hilliest 
counties, has had a decrease of 28 
per cent. 
In our hilly counties there is an ­ 
other reason for this exodus to tlie

HE HOME 


SWEET PEAS NEED EARLY 'START 


Sweet pcajs must be sown just "as 


early as you ean, if there is to be 
;iny 'Certainty of a bountiful supply 
of their fascinatingly beautiful and 
fragrant blooms. In the Sliddle West 
it is now customary to put the seed 
in^ the ground on St. Patrick's day, 
if the soil can, be.worked, planting, 
deeply in a trench which, is then ma- 
nured or mulched until the seeds be- 
gin to germinate, 'and filled, in as th2 
plants grow. 


The one great secret of sweet pea 


growing is to provide a cool .root 
run, and deep planting of the roots 
is necessary to give this,.condition:

000,000 to Cattle, Hides of 


Which are Rendered Unfit 


PRACTICAL SPRAY GIVEN 


Simple Control Which is Effective is 


Treatment of Pores With iodo- 


form and Vaseline 


At this time of year lumps or bots 


the size of a quarter or a little larg- 
er, are to be found on the hack? of 
cattle. These are caused by 
the 


larvae or maggots of a two-winged 
bee-like fly • known as the ox- warble 
or heel fly, according to G. M. Stir- 
rett of the Department of Entomolo- 
gy of Purdue University. "The gen- 
eral adoption of simple practices at 
this season of the year," says Mr. 
Stirrett, f'will eliminate the 
large 


losses .which vare at present being 
experienced by the farmers of In- 
diana." 


This insect causes an annual loss 


of about $2,000,000 to the cattle 
owners of Indiana through the de- 
preciation in value of 'hides which 
are rendered unfit for use as high

grade leather by the holes made by 
the maggots. Other losses to the 
cattle industry -from this insect are 
difficult to accurately estimate but 
infested cattle, especially young an- 
imals, show a. loss of flesh, a retard- 
ed giowth and in the case of milking 
cows a lessened milk flow. 


There is no practical spray for 


the" control of-this insect. However, 
a simple and practical control which 
is harmless to animals and very ef- 
fective against the maggots 
is a 


treatment of the bot-pores wifli- a 
mixture of iodoform' and vaseline. 
The insecticide is 


thoroughly mixing one part of" iodo- 
form in five parts of vaseline. 
animals should 
examined

quently during February, March and 
April, and as the' lumps become no- 
ticeable a small amount of the iodo- 
form, mixture, about ithe: size of a 
.small pea, is pressed into 'the small 
hole "at the summit of the: swelling.

As yet the soy bean oil meal is

These hogs were all fed and raised on the 


products of this 320' acres of Indiana land.- The com- 
mission receipts and even bank pass book were sent 
to this office to verify these figures. $29,846.55, was 
a pretty good salary, even during 1918-19, to be get- . 
ting from the hogs—making it quite worth'while to 
do the hog chores. .There are some who may say, 
"Oh well! That was during'boom'times when hogs 
were selling high," but do not forget that the oppor- •' 
tunity in the hog business was not as great then as 
it is right now.

statements and my bank pass book—were all raised 
on 320 acres of land. 
They were .watered in gal- 


. vanized and concrete tanks and I make a special 


effort to keep troughs cleaned out every .day—•crap- 
ed out and fresh water supplied at «U times. My ' 
bog houses and my hogs are both kept clean and face 
from parasites and disease. 
- 


"I-never allow to exceed three sows, with their 


pigs to run together in one lot. I keep them separate 
in these lots of three until the pigs are old enough 
to' wean and then turn them together, so as to take

less care. 
I allow the pigs to run at all times to 


some kind of clover, alfalfa, or blue grass pasture ad- 
joining then- lot. 
I keep my fattening hogs well 


bedded with clean straw in cold weather, to prevent 
their piling up and to prevent such epidemics as 'flu.' 
With all my feeding hogs, I feed on concrete floors 
which are kept clean, with corn in self feeders, as I 
have been able to make greater gains in feeding 
shelled corn. 
My hogs, of all ages have access to 


salt, charcoal, oil meal and tankage fed in self feeders, 
at all times, with alfalfa meal added in the. winter. 


"I am enclosing a photograph of my house which 


was paid for by Hampshire hogs. Every dollar which 
was put in it as well as a Stutz car in 1917—the two 
totaling over $13,000—was profit from Hampshire 
market hogs that I sold in 1916 and '17. My profit 
for 1918 and '19, you may-judge for yourself, from 
the figures, which I have already given you—a total 
of $29,846.55 worth of Hampshires marketed.^. 


"I am a''dyed-in-the-wool' Hampshire enthusiast, 


.or, as I put it, 'Hampshirized.' Although not,a reg- 
istered breeder, I do use registered stock. The rea- 
son that I have been raising Hampshire hogs, for the 
past seven years is that they do not lie around the 
barns and buildings and are the greatest range hogs 
I know of. • I have been raising hogs all my life and 
am now fifty-two .years of age and have raised Ches- 
ter Whites, Duroc - Jerseys, Poland Chinas, and 
Hampshires. At the present time I am feeding 125 
-fat hogs, also" have 125 head of fall pigs on 160 acres 
of land. .

It is -well known- that in 1917 the 


country was in no way prepared for 
the war into which it entered. 
In 


spite of the universal assertion made 
at- that time that such a condition 
must not be allowed to exist again, 
there is a. drift towards the same 
situation,. The same indifference, the 
same lack of responsibility, on the 
part of many citizens, is apparent. 
The country is ineradicably opposed 
to universal training in 
peace 


times; it is equally opposed to any 
but'the 
smallest Regular • Army. 


There is left as a fundamental part 
of the defense system the National 
Guard. Having', decided <to put re- 
liance on the Guard it rests with the 
citizens of the country to make it 
fit for flic great <. responsibility that 
they have put upon it. The War De- 
partment alone cannot make the Na- 
tional Guard effective, though it is 
.devoting great effort to achieve all it 
can. It is a problem for the citizen, 
the .community, and 'the State. 


To make a good National Guard' 


Unit, one in which a city can taike 
pride, three things are necessary— 
a good personnel, an adequate arm- 
ory and continuous 
and staunch 


moral support. 
. 


The Guard wants good, clean, en- 


ergetic young men. To be a good 
Guardsman al man must" be willing 
to make some sacrifices; (he must 
have a sense of obligation, a feeling 
of responsibility, and a, conviction 
of his time. He must be loyal and 
willing to 'do. work for which the 
compensation is not tte governing 
motive. It has never been contended 
that such impulses were not laudable 
ones; -and those persons to whom we 
owe "much ihave'been guided by such 
a spirit.\Bnt, excepting periods of 
great emergency, many persons give 
little unremunerated service to the 
country, and .seem to.feel that such 
service while' necessary, is the ex- 
clusive duty of another.-Their dol- 
lars and .their time'are to be.devoted 
M their own advantage or their own 
enjoyment alone.' 


It. is not .contended: that military 


drill is as entertaining or as attrac- 
ive as shows' or loafing, but service 
is' not measured by. enjoyment. The 
service rendered,.however, is 
not 


without some remuneration. 'A. mem- 
>er of the National Guard can earn 
^60.00 a year for this weekly drills, 
•rom the standpoint of time, the rate. 
of pay being perhaps greater than 
-hat of his regular occupation. But 
no man wiU make the best soldier

who is attracted only by the pay he 
can receive.

The officers of .the Guard believe, 


that it is the duty of the community 
to help find those young men who do 
have some of, the spirit of devotion 
and service that 'bus been described 
They should come from all levels 
of 'society,'for there is nothing dem-, 
ocratic or very enabling, in. a condir 
tion -where the 
well- to-do',' allow', 


peace-time military service to be the 
exclusive concern of those less for- 
tunately .situated. The .'National. 
Guard Units ask that you do all.that 
yon can to put into its ranks some 
one in whose ^-willingness '• to. serve 
yon can take pride. It .wants you not 
only to.approve of what it is • trying 
to do, but to help, for you as a eiti^ 
zen. are a beneficiary of. all parts of 
the system of. National Defense^ . ;

Before the war the Guard strag- 


gled against great odds, and • was 
kept alive for the service of the en~ 
tire country of the local sacrificing 
efforts of a fewy who were not dis- 


couraged by. the apathy and'even re- 
proaches" of fellow citizens. In spite 
of such' treatment-from . a/'.public 
which has always been ever -ready to 
call on .the 'Guard when, they became 
a bit frightened;- the Guard rendered 
service in'the war'Ahat, they-shonld 
be appreciated-.by.every,- one who 
gives a^momerif.of. thought to any-? 
tiling-besides;his own affairs.

the first .75,000 "men 
who went over 


seas,' 50,000 :wcre .Guardsmen. Two 
of. the Divisions .in the- First.
